Other conditions of service—The Central Reserve Police 
Force Act, 1949 and the Central Reserve Police Force Rules, 
1955, shall apply to persons appointed upder the provisions

7. Disqualification.—No person,—

8. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of 

the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, 
Uy crdjr, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any clas* or 
catqjory of persons. , 

9. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation*, 

relaxations of ape limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard. / 

10. Interpretation.—If any question arises relating to the 
Interpretation of these rules.

1. (1) These rules may be called the Redeployment of 

Surplus Staff against vacancies in the Central Civil 
Service and Posts, Class 111 (Amendment) Rules, 
1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Redeployment of Surplus Staff against vacaincies 
in the Central Civil Service and Posts, Class III, Rules, 1967 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 

(i) in clause (a) of rule 2, and in rule 7, for the words 
‘Department of Personnel in the Cabinet Secre¬ 
tariat’, the words ‘Ministry of Personal, Public 
Grievances & Pension—Department of Personnel & 
Training’ at four places shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the expression ‘Class III’ wherever it occurs, the 
expression “Group ‘C’ ” shall be substituted. 

3. In the said rules, for clause (b) of rule 2, the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

‘(b) “Surplus Staff” means the Central Civil Servants 
(other than those employed on ad-hoc, casual, 
workcharged or contract basis) who— 

(a) are permanent or quasi-permanent or, if tempo¬ 
rary, have rendered not less than five years’ 
regular, continuous service; and 

(b) have been rendered surplus alongwith their posts 
from the MinistriesjDepartmep*s|Ofiices of the 
Government of India, as a result of — 

(1) administrative reform including, inter-alia res¬ 
tructuring of an organisation; transfer of an 
activity to a State Government, Public Sector 
Undertaking or other autonomus organisation; 
discontinuation of an ongoig activity; and intro¬ 
duction of changes in technology; or 

(2) studied of work 'measurement undertaken by 
the Staff Inspection Unit of the Ministry of 
Finance or any other body set uo by the Central 
Government or the Ministry!
